Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Burns et al. (US Pat. 
5,595,593) which is believed to be the closest prior art teaches a method for treatment of silica 
having surface hydroxyl groups with a cyclic siloxane. However, Burns et al. does not teach or 
suggest cyclic siloxanes which have the structural limitations of formula (3) of instant claim 1 . 
Further, no prior art reference could be found which teaches or suggests a method of making 
compounds which meet the structural limitations of formula (3) of instant claim 1 .
